disease prevention through pro-active 
healthful eating is a part of everyday life， 
shared byeveryone,notjustasmall group of 
Specialists. Itis as ingrained and familiar to 
Asian families as applepie andbrownies are 
to“Real Americans" .The State Health 
Department is not protecting hordes of 
medically ignorant Asian consumers from 
Snake-oil charlatans， Agoodcasein point 
is the“mislabelling”or false claim ”issue. 
The typical western medical conSsumer goes 
to Walgreens to buy something to get rid of 
some annoying symptom. Probablytheonly 
knowledge the consumer has with which to 
base :he decision of what medication to buy 
ls whatthe discomfort “feels like” and what 
is written on ihelabels ofthemany brands of 
drugsavallable. In this case,itis very impor- 
tantthatthelabellingbetruthfuland specific， 
becausetheconsumeris sounknowledgable. 

This example does not apply to Asian 
medication CoOnsumers， They do not buy 
medications just for the Sake of relieving 
symptoms. Rather, the underlying philoso- 
phy of Asian medicine is to eliminate the 
causes of dicease, rather than to relieve the 
symptoms. Forexample,Chinese Tecognize 
that aheadache is a sign of Some underlying 
podily imbalance,andjusttrying to getridof 
the pain without correcting the imbalance is 
as Silly as disablingth>brakefailure warning 
light in yoOUT car. 


Medication, therefore, is notpurchased by 


theseconsumerstoeliminate symptoms,nor 
are medications formulated that way. Ide- 
ally, an entire medical compendium of Chi:= 
neSse medicinal theory oughttobeputon the 
label for the benefit of Western eyeSs，BUuE 
much of thisknowledgeisoldhatto Chinese 
consumers, and so there ls no need for it. 
Forexample,aparticularmedication may 
bc formulated to correct a particular bodily 
imbalance (Such as excess fluid, or pH too 
alkaline Or too acldic, etc.)，This systemic 
imbalance may manifest itself in multiple 
ways, Say there are ten, ranging from head- 
achces to mouth Sores to aching joints. These 
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symptoms then appear listed on the label. 
Another medication is formulated to correct 
another imbalance, which also may manifest 
itself in ten Symptoms. The fun begins when 
five of these are Overlapping with the Symp- 
toms pertaining to the earlier imbalance ad- 
dressedby theformermedication. A westermm- 
styleconsumer wouldfindhis symptomonthe 
listofmedicationB,tryitand find that his ail- 
menthas notbeen cured; thatis how “false la- 
belling” is 
“created- :

The label is not saying that the medication 
will getrid ofaparticular symptom. This is a 
misreading caused by cultural mis-transla- 
tion. The typical Chinese consumer of these 
medications will apprOach the store shelf with 
agood idea of his systemic condition, unlike 
his Western counterpart_ That is the differ- 
ence between operating from relative lgno- 
rance and relative knowledge. 

This “mislabelling”or false claim” issue 
can further be exacerbated by the reliance of 
the State Health Department on employees 
who are able to read the labels written in 
Chinese, but do not share nor have experi- 
enced the role of Chinese culture (especially 
as it pertains to medicine) in their own lives. 
This is the crucial difference between a lan- 
guage Specialist and 3a person with a genuine 
native upbringing. Forexample: Suppose the 
Commerce Minister of Country X were to 
come across imported American jeans，He 
wouldbe very alarmed thathis citizenry were 
being“trnicked ”into buying as new and genu- 
ine what was very Opbviously used second- 
hand clothes! The American jeans were 
faded, beaten, acid-washed, with uneven col- 
oring,，patches, and scruffy edges，Yet ac- 
cording to his trusted lieutenant whbho could 
read theEnglishlabels,the jeans were new . 
Obviously“mislabelling”and“ “falseclaims . 

As for the“dangerous Substance”1Ssue， 
health director Kenneth Kizer has already 
admitted that he is operating from relative 
ignorance about Eastern medications. Cinna- 
bar and arsenic have long been used in Chi- 
nese medicine, always in combination with 
other ingredients that have a chelating and 
Positive Synergistic _ effect， The only time 
cinnabaris usedaloneis forthepigment (ink)， 
and arsenic is prescribed alone only for Tat 
poison.“EFightpoison with polison is a well- 
accepted tenet of Chinese medicinal theory 
and its safe application throughout many 
centuries of history attest to its validity.It is

The fire department has refused to consider 
their Sufferings as on-the-job injuries, which 
would enable them to collecttheir wages and 
benefits.

He quit during high Schoolbecause 
he didn't have the tme and  “I gotall mixed 
up.”He would finish Chinese homework at 
American School and then English home- 
work at Chinese School. 

Later，he was preoccupied with his 
Imusic career. His father, a Baptist mission- 
ary，wanted his children to play piano for 
Sunday Services，SO_ Sum and two of his 
Sisters toOK piano lessons On weekends. 
According to Sum, piano lessons were very 
cheap then, but after two years of paid les- 
Sons, he began learning new pieces by him- 
self and “improvised ”at tmes while his Sis- 
ters lostinterest“IguessIhadtheknackand 
the patience for it” 

DuringhislastyearattheOrientalpublic 
School, now called Commodore Stockton， 
SoOmme of his classmates decided to put to-

While playing at night in Sacramento 
during the early 30s, Sum decided to attend

a change.I knew it [playing vaudeville] 
wouldn't be for long.”In 1934, after seven 
years in the mnusic business，he attended 
UCSE College of Pharmacy and graduated 
with aR.Ph. degree in 1938.
